And as a last straw now comes a 
fellow and offers me nearly three. times what I 
paid for the 2x4 ranch eight years ago, and gus- 
gests that it is about time I was paddling a canoe 
toward Honolulu. Gosh! Maybe he’s right.

And here I have wasted all this valuable space 
in getting to the pont, which is that Thanksgiving 
is close and we all hawe much to give thanks for, 
amon gother things the fact that our city is build- 
ing up something wonderful all the time and is 
going to be a metropolis before we realize it, 
doubling and trebling our holdings in value. 

I shall not go to Honolulu, but stay here and 
continue to get rich in Richmond and help others 
Honolulu is full of yaller niggers 
and girls who “dress up like sheredded wheat” and 
dance the hoochy-cooch and the same pretty girl 
that put her branding iron on me many, many years 
ago way back when the grasshéppers ate up Kansas 
still keeps an eye on the herd, and would cut me 
into a barbwire corrall if I went browsing around 
any hoochy-coochy pastures. 

I am thankful this Sabbath morning that I can 
provide a good table for loved ones to gather round 
Thanksgiving day, that good health, fine spirits, 
neighborly kindness and thousands of other of God’s 
blessings are so freely given to all of us who have 
pushed our way westward as far as Richmond, 
California.
